STEAM WAGONS. 
lo I ST5 the Legislature of Wisconsin 
enacted a law in relation to steam wagons, 
and lo 1676 the law was amended, and the 
aaeodment of '76 again amended in 1877. 
The law as it finally stands provides for an 
appropnation of $10,000, to be used as a 
bounty, and to be paid to any citizen of 
Wisconsin who shall Invent a Mmachine 
propelled by steam or other motive agent, 
Which shall be a cheap and practical sub­ 
stitute for the use of horses and other ani­ 
mals on the highway and farm.'' It also 
contains a provision that the 
$10,000 
•hall 
not 
be 
paid 
until 
a 
suc- 
cessful trial of the steam wagon shall have 
been bad. Further provisions of the law 
ere that the Governor shall appoint three 
commissioners on or before the first day of 
June, 1878, two of whom shall he practical 
and experienced farmers, and tbs third a 
practical and skillful machinist, who shall 
examine and test all the machines which 
shall compete tor the bounty. 
The com­ 
missioners appointed by Governor Smith 
were Hon. J. M. Smith, of Green Bay; 
Hon. M. Marshal], of Adams county, and 
Hon. Q. C. Olin, of Oakland. 
These men 
were empowered to appoint a time for 
trial, also prescribe 
the 
character of 
the trial of the machines. The law, how­ 
ever, provides that the machines compet­ 
ing for the bounty shall perform a jour­ 
ney of at least SOO miles, in a continuous 
line, on n common road, running as near­ 
ly North and South as possible, within 
this State, the average speed to be not I 
than five miles an hour ; that the width of 
the Ream wagon shall conform to the width 
of the common road wagon ; that it shall 
be able to run backwards or turn out of 
the 
road 
to accommodate other re 
hides In pteaiog ; and that it shall be able 
to ascend or descend a grade of at least 
‘JOO feet to the mile. Upon the conclusion 
of the trial the commissioners shall hold 
meeting and determine which one of the 
inventor is entitled to the glittering prize 
of $10,00D. A warrant shall then be issued 
for the amount to the owner of tne “ suc­ 
cessful ” machine, but the Governor must 
approve of the decision of the commiseion- 
ere before the warrant is paid. 
Under the provisions or this act, two or 
three 
machines 
bearing 
the name 
of steam wagons, started from Green Bay 
on 
the 
15th 
instant, 
tor 
South 
era 
Wisconsin. One 
reached Janes­ 
ville on Tuesday forenoon, and in the af­ 
ternoon started for Madison via Evansville. 
Its trip through the State has certainly not 
added to Its reputation. Every person who 
■aw it, was at a loss to see wherein the 
machine could be made practical, and was 
also unable to discover any reason for call­ 
ing it a “steam wagon/' It is nothing more 
than an ungainly, self-propelling engine 
with a sort of a four-wheeled vehicle hitch­ 
ed on behind. 
Without any attempt to 
prejudice the public mind, or to do the 
makers of this so-called steam wagon any 
injustice, it is but proper to state that the 
machine as it is now constructed, can 
hardly be made useful in Wisconsin. 
In the first place, is it not too heavy and 
too unsightly? 
Second, can one (armer in a 1000 in the 
State afford to purchase one, or run it even 
if it were practical ? 
Third, would it not be a dangerous ma­ 
chine to place upon the highways, on ac­ 
count of frlghteffiog horses ? 
Fourth, are not the roads of Wisconsin, 
except in a few localities, too uneven to la- 
sore the successful operation of any steam 
wagon? 
Fifth, is it not utterly impossible tor this 
machine, or so-called steam wagon, to be 
regarded as a “cheap and practical substi­ 
tute for the use of horses and other animals 
on the highway and (arm ?” 
Sixth, if it is too heavy, too expensive, 
too 
dangerous for highway purposes, 
impracticable for the ordinary roads in the 
State, and tor Uieae reasons, can never be 
nude a substitute for horses or 
other 
animals, will the d in rn issuers agree to

$10,000 simply because the

from

down ? 
These 
are questions of considerable importance, 
and it is to be hoped that the commission­ 
ed wiU carefully consider ail these points 
before the $10,000 goes oat of the tsnasury. 
Steam wagons or carriages have been 
written about for many years. It might 
be said they had an existence, at least in 
the mind of inventor?, 50 years ago, when 
railways were first being built. A great 
many ta i been made in England, where 
reads are in much better condition than in 
this country, sod where the want ol such a 
machine is greater than bere, and yet they 
have not been found practical. 
Many 
Mare been made and put on the roads, but 
In a abort time were virtually abandoned. 
The Burl of Caithness, nude one tor an 
ordinary road in I860, and at one time he 
traveled 142 in two days, but it never took 
the place of his horses. Aveiing «fc Porter. 
Of Rochester, England, also undertook to 
manufacture steam wagons and plows, but 
their machines never got into general Bee! 
They have never become practical in any 
fttlBtry, And we judge they never will *

oak contains a Urge quantity of iron in 
solution, which by impregnating tbs wood 
and bark, hap the same effect. But no tree 
in this country enjoys the exemption of the 
Indian banyan, wnieb, at least as the Hin­ 
doos believe, is never touched by lightning.

This is a palace dry goods car, to be used 
on railroads by dealers in dry goods, carry­ 
ing samples along as well as a stock to be 
delivered when sold. This car is sixty feet 
long, not including platforms at each end, 
or sixty-five feet long over all; is built as 
light as possible, and yet is strong. The 
construction of the body is very simple, 
having only two large windows on each 
side for lighting purposes, but at each end 
there is to be a stateroom for the traveling 
merchants to occupy nights or days while 
on the road. These staterooms are lighted 
by three small windows each. The inside 
oi the car was not finished for use, so we 
cannot tell just how.it is to be arranged, 
jut no doubt convenient, for the purpose. 
The car has a sub-cellar, as they call it, 
between the fore and aft trucks, where may 
be stored large quantities of domestic goods 
while in transit, and it has what may be 
called a mansard roof, or double deck, for 
lgbt and ventilation, giving it the appear­ 
ance of a sleeping- car, except the finish. 
This is a new enterprise, and It remains to 
be seen, upon trial, if it shall prove a suc­ 
cessful one.—American Manufacturer.

The accused 
seemed to be little concerned, and quite 
confident of the result.

Ohms as the man who came for cartridges, 
though, of course, it is p o s s ib le that cart­ 
ridges were asked for that day by more 
than one party. 
Heyeral witnesses were examined whose 
testimony brought forth no particularly 
interesting features, except their uniform 
denial oi knowing anything. Among these 
was a boy, who gave a negative answer to 
nearly every question put, oftentimes not 
waiting tor the question to be asked, before 
hurrying up with an emphatic “no.” 
Constable Taylor, of Janesville, testified 
as to the incidents of tho arrest. 
He said 
that Ohms told him when he arrested him 
in this city, that he could not arrest him. 
Taylor told him he was an officer and 
could arrest him. 
Ohms concluded finally 
to go along with him. 
On the way to jail. 
Taylor 
asked

what he had run 
for, and he said he had learned that bis fa* 
ther had been murdered, and he was on his 
way to the train. 
Taylor asked him U he 
did not know that he was going the wrong 
way and he said he knew it, but he was 
going arouuJ by the railroad bridge,.aud 
get to the depot that way. 
There was a fiurry’of excitement and a 
buzz of comment when young Ohms took 
the stand. 
He told about the same story 
a9 that told by hun through the columns 
of the Gazette shortly after the arrest. 
He 
insisted that he bad been in Janesville for 
three or four weeks previous to the mur­ 
der, and did not leave here until arrested. 
The night alter the murder he picked up 
the Gazette in Bauman's saloon, and saw 
there the account ut his father's murder, 
which was the first he knew of it. 
He 
started out across the river to get a coat 
which was hid in a barn where he had 
been sleeping, and he was going from 
there 
to 
the 
railroad 
track, 
and 
follow that home on lo it. when he was ar­ 
rested. He denies iu lull that he had been 
in Juda shortly before the murder, or that 
he had any participation id, or knowledge 
of the murder before he read the account 
in the Gazette. 
Adjournment was taken until this morn 
mg, when the accused was placed on the 
stand for c ro 9 S - e x im in a tio n . 
Stale’s At­ 
torney Clawson is alone conducting the 
prosecution, and the accused is ably de­ 
fended by Judge Dun widdle and Attorney 
Douglass. 
This morning tho examination was re­ 
sumed, but brought forth nothing startling. 
One witness was produced, a resident of 
Juda, who swore positively that he saw 
the man get on the train at that place the 
morning after the murder and he was

Ohms, 
point deemed, of course, favorable for the 
prosecution. The attorneys for the accused 
moved that he be discharged,on the ground 
of insufficiency ol evidence, but this motion 
was overruled. 
The main feature of the 
defense is evidently an alibi. 
Besides at­ 
tempting to show Ohms was not the man 


who tried to buy cartridges in Juda, it will 
also be attempted to show that the tracks 
in the ground in the vicinity of the mur* 
der, were not the impress of Ohms’ boots. 
Ohms went on to the stand again at l l 
o’clock this morning, aud thus far nothing 
of a startling nature has been revealed.
